(b ) " Form " means a Form appeuded to these rules ; 
(c) " Marriage Certificate Book " moans the Marriage Certifioste Book, prescribed 

under section 13 of the Act ; 
(d ) “ Marriage Notice Book ” means the Marriage Notice Book prescribed under 

section of the Act ; 
(c) " Marriage Officer" means the Marriage Officer appointed under Sub - section 

( 1 ) of Seotiou 8 of the Act ; 
(f) " Registrar-General" means the Registrar General appointed under Aot 

VI of 1886 ; and 
(g ) " Section " means a section of the Act ; 

(1 ) " State " means the State of Manipur. 
8. ( 1 ) Every marriage officer shall cause his name, designation and the regular 
working hour of his office to he written in English and in the language or languages 
of the State and displayed in a conspicious part of the building in which his office 
is situated . A copy of sucb notice shall also be published by affixing it to a conspicious 
part of the Office of the District Magistrate and District Judge of the State .

THE LIFE INSURANCE (EMERGENCY PROVISIONS) ACT, 1956 

( 9 of 1956 ) 


AN 
ACT 


to provide for the taking over , in the public interest, of the 

management of life insurance business pending nationalisation 
thereof. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of 
the Ropublic of India as follows : -- 

1. This Act may be called the Life Insurance ( Emyr- hort title . 
gency Provision ) Act, 1956 
2. In this Aot, unless the context otherwise requires , – Definitions.

trolled business or vary the terms and condi 
tions of any such contract subsisting on the 
appointed day ; 

( ) enter into any other transaction relating to 
the issue of a new policy of life insurance or Vary 
the terms and conditions of any agreement relating 
to any such transaction subsisting at the com 

mencement of this Act . 
(4) The approval of the authorised person may be given 
eitbør generally in relation to certain classes of transactions 
of the insurer or specialy in relation to any of his tran 
Baotions.

THE MANIPUR WEEKLY HOLIDAYS RULES, 1956 . 
1 . These rules may be called the Manipur Weekly Hidays Rules, 1956 . 
2. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context. 

(a ) “ The Act ” means the Weekly Holidays Act , 1944 ; 
( b ) “ Form ” means form appended to these rules . 
( c ) " Inspector ” means any persons appointed as Inspector under Sub -Section 

(1 ) of Sectiou 7 of the Act . 
( d ) “ Manager " means any person resignited by the Proprietor of an ristik 

blishment as responsible for the management of the establishment and 

includes the proprietur . 
( e ) " Section " means à section of the Act. 
(f) Words and expressions not defined in these rules shall have the meaning 

assigned to thom in the Act. 
3. The Manager, Assistant Manager and Cashier of an establishment shall be 
deemed to be employed in a confidential capacity or in a position of management . 

4. Disqualification of an Inspector - No person shall be appointed to be an Ins 
poctor under the Act or having been so appointed , shall continue to hold office, who 
is or becomes directly or indirectly interested in any Shop or establishment or 
theatre or establishment for Public entertainment or amusement to which the 
Act applies . 
6. Mothod of Inspection ( 1) The Inspector shall not as far as possible cause 

any suspension of business in conductin ; the inspection . 
(2 ) (a ) An Inspector making an inspection undor section 8 of the Act, shall 

make such examination of the place and of any prescribed register, record 
or notice maintainod therein as may appear to him necesary for the purpose 
of satisfying binıself that the provishi ns of the Act , these rules and ang 
order passed by the Chief Commissioner under the Act are buing properly 
observed . In tarticular he shall satisfy himself : 

( i) That the register , rocords ind notices required to be maintained or 
exhibited under the Act or these rules are properly maintained or 
exhibited 

( ii ) that the holiday- and half holidays required to be granted under 
the Act are granted and that the hours fi.ed under Sub - section (2 ) of 
Section 5 of the Act are duly observed . 

( iii ) that the provisions of the Act and any order isaned by the 
Chief Commissioner thereunder aro duly observed . 

(b ) For carrying out such examinativn the Inspector may interrgate 
such persons on tle plac as he may deem necessary for the efficient dis 
obarge of his dutier , provided that no such person shall be required under 
this rule tu auswer any question the answer to which might tend to cre 

minate bim . 
( 3) An Inspector may unpound any document as he may deem necessary after 
giving a receipt duly signed by him to ibe employer or to the person employed 
as the case may be .

( 4) If the Inspector during his inspection finds deviations from the provisions 
of the Act or these rules, he shall pass orders or make recommendation for reme 
dying or removing these defects, and , in such a case , he shall either endorse the 
dame in the vixit hork maintained by the shop - kesper or employer or he shall sond 
a copy of his inspection notes to the ship , establishm int amusement concerned 
within seven days from the date of inspection . 

( 5 ) An Inspector within the local limits for which he is appointed shall inspect

6. Entries in the Registers and their preservation

( iii ) Entries relating to any day , week or year in any of the prescribed 
registers shall be made soon after the close of the day , week or year and

( i) Every shop -keeper or employer shall maintain a visit book in which 
an Inspector visiting the shop or establishment, theatre or establishment for 
public entertainniont or amusement may record his remarks regarding any 
defects that may cove to light at the time of inspection and shall produce 
it whenever required 10 do so by the Inspector. 

( 11 ) All orders, letters, reports or other documents issued by an Inspector 
with respon ct to the provisions of the Act shall be proporly filed and pre 
served for it period of twelve months and shall be available in the sbop , 
establishment thratre or establishment for public entertainment or amusement 
fur examination of the Inspectur . 

( 111 ) Any demand by one Inspector for any information relating to the 
working of the Act, if made during the course of an inspection , shall be 
compled with forthwith , if the information can be mide esily available in 
the shop , evt . blishnient, theire or establishment for public entertainment 
or amusement, or if made 

if made in writing, I shall be cimplied with within 
fifteen dinys of receipt thereof. 
8. Display of notice by shop -keeper - 

Every shop keeper sball display # notice in Form A in a conspecious place in 
thy sbop sp cifying the day of the wech on wiich the shop shall remain closed 
entirely and also the day and hour on which the shop will remain closed in the 
after -noon . He shall not after the day and hour so fpecified more than cnce in 
every three months. 

A copy of the notice and all charges in such notice shall be 
sent inimi diately to the Chief Inspector as well as to the Inspector within whose 
jurisdictiou thin shop situated .

ACT No. XVIII of 1942. 

Imphal, the 8th September, 1956 . 
AD Act to provide for the grant of weekly holidays tu persons 

employed in shops , restaurunts and theatres. 
WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the gra it of weekly holidays 
to persona omployed in shops, restaruapto and theatres ; 

It is hereby enaoted as follows : 

1 . hort title , extent and commencement.-- (1 ) This Act may be called 
the Weekly Holidays Aot, 1942. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of Bririsha Jodia , 

( 3) It shall Ou me iuto force in a Province or in a specified arsa within 
a Province only if the Firovincial Government by notification in the official 
Gazette 80 directo , 

2. Difinitions. In this Aot unless there is anythiog repugrant in the

( a ) " establisbmont" means a shop , restaurant or theatre ;

(d ) " shop " includes any premises where any retail trade or businous 

is carried on , including the business of a barber or hair dresser, 
and retail sales by auction , but exoluding the sale of programme , 

catturogues and other similar sales at theatres.

5. Additional half -day closing or holiday.- ( 1) The Provincial Sovero

day provided for by section 3 as may be fixed by the Provincial Guvern .

( 2 ) Any person having the custody of any record , regiuter or notico 
mpintained in pursuance of rules made under glause (c) of sub -rection ( 2) 
of section 10 shall be bound to produce it when so required by the 
Inspector, but no person shall be compellable to answer any question if the 
answer may tend directly or indirectly to criminate himself . 

9. Penalties. In the event of any contravention of the provisions of

of the first offence , to twenty - five rupees, and in the case of a second or 
subsequent offence, to two hundred and fifty rupees . 

10. Rulos .- ( 1) The provincial Government may , subject to the condi 
tion of previous publication by notification in the official Gazette , nako 
rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. (2 ) In partioular and 
without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power , such rules may

DRAFT FISHERY RULES OF MANIPUR . 


Genoral Condition of tenure : 

1. Fish in the Government fisheries in Manipur belong to the State of Manipur, 
and include shell fish and fista and fish in all stages in its life history , 

2. Fishery lessets will have the sole fishing rights only within the recorded 
boundaries of the fishery concerned . 

a . In cases where channels (Jonkhongs , Khongs etc. ) flow into or out of any 
Government fishery, during the period .when they are connected hy water and fish 
can come and go between them , water muy be taken by the cultivators frum the 
channels but no one can ontoh fish in sach channels . During the periods when 
the channels and the fishery are not connected owing to the drying up of the 
water any fish left bohind in the channel become the property of the owner of 
the channel. Neither the fishery lesser nor the land holder may do anything to 
expedite bring about, retard or prevent the connection of a fishery with a channel 
except with the prior permission of the Deputy Commi- sionor. 

4. No one may ontoh fiok in paddy fields when they are connected by water 
with a fishery . 

8. No Government fishery or any portion of it may be converted into multi 
mated or homestead land without the permission of the Chief Commissioner, 
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6. Sub - Deputy Collectors in charge of Tabaile are empowered to deal with the 
cases of encroachment in the Govornment fisheries for paddy cultivation . It should 
be the duty of every losses and the S. D. C. concerned to report any onoronoh . 
ment made in any Government fishery to the Deputy Commissioner in time. Half 
of the amount realised as fine should be given to thd fishery losseo it the came is 
started from his own complaint. 

7. Important improvements or alterations to the natural features or boundaries 
of fisheries may not be carried out without the pormission of the Deputy Cocamis 
monor . 

Shifting of aquatio vegetations after the 15th August from one fishery to 
another is prohibited ,

10. The pattader of a fishery for the preceding year should remove all his fishing 
instrumonts and fishing huts within the lot week of April but cannot ontoh isla 
during this period . In the case of sales other than the annual sale , the.pattadet 
of the preceding yaar is not allowed to remove the " Soi" but removal of thia 
bathing hot and other ishing instruments is allowed within a work from the data 
of male , 

11. No transfor of mortgage of a fishery lease or a share therein aball be made 
oxoopt with the sanction in writing of the Deputy Coin missioner . No deed of sale 
or transfer of fisheries or share therein shall be accopted for registration unless counter 
signed by the Deputy Commissioner, 

12. Fishery losseos shall not be entitled to remission or extension of the lonca 
boonuse of flood , drought, want of fish or any accident. 

HULRS UNDER SECTION 6 OF THE INDIAN FISHERIES ACT, 1897 . 
13. All fishing without lease previously obtained from the Deputy Commissioner , 
Manipur or such other officer as he may appoint for the purpose or without 
permit from the lesson of any fishery concerned is prohibited . Any person fobing 
in any Government fishery must carry his loage or peráit from the lance ind 
produos it when chiled upon to do so by any officor duly authorised ,

If there is, after " October 16th , no flood likely to dimage 
orops or adjacent fisbarier , le 1880s inay rest hurds ( dois ) for the purp use of fishing 
provided that this does not interfere with the normal passage of boats . In caso 
of emergency , the Deputy Commissioner, the Fishery Officer of the Director of 
Agriculture is authorised to order the opening of any buod after 15th August and 
this shall not entitle the losses concerned to claim any compopsation . The Deputy 
Commissioner muy at any time in any Oase order that the difference of the levels 
of water above bund or below it be less than 18 " inobes as the ciroumstancos may 
demand and this shall not also entitle the luddee concerned to claim Compensation . 

20. No " Longkhum " (under water bund ) or any other type of bund may be 
constructed any where in any river commonly used by the public for navigation . 

21. Erootion of only one bund is allowed for a fishery but in the case of Regis 
torod sun - fisheries erection of one Soi for sack Sub - fishery may be allowed . 
RULES FOR THE AUCTION SALE OF FISHERY LEASE AND 

COLLECTION OF FISAERY REVENUE . 
22. In settlements of fisheries the year should be reckoned from the 1st April 
to the 31st March . 

23, The right of fishing in Registered fisheries should not ordinarily be leaked 
for less than three years and along leases should be encouraged with a view to the 
protection of broodfish and fry . 

24. The Deputy Commissioner should annually fii a date , not later than tbe 
15th Febroary on which and ou as many days succeeding which as may prove nece 
Mary he or any Officer duly authorised by him will auction or receive tenders for 
all Government fisbery leases which are due to expire at the end of the current 
year . The date or dates thus fixed should be proclaimed by the Duputy Commis 
sioner * loast & month in advance by a written notice in Form No. 1 to the Publio . 
The motioe should state the name of the fishery, ito register aumbor, the average 
price for the last 8 yoan , the date and the place of sale . 

25. The place of sale ,should be the Office of the Deputy Commissioner , Manipur 
for fisheries lying in the Manipar valloy, and that of the Sub - Deputy Collootot , 
Jiribama for fishorios lying in Jiribam Sub -Divisjon . 

26 . Government fisheries should be sold by public auction or invitation of soaled 
tenders as may be found oonvenient by the Deputy Commissioner unless otherwise 
ordered by the Chief Commissioner .

I am direoted to say that the Government of India has noder consideration the 
proposal for amending the Multi-Unit Co-operative Societies Act, 1945 , so as to make 
it applicable to the whole of Indian Union . 

2. The Multi-Unit Co-oporative Societies Act is an act to prrvide for the in 
corporation , regulation and winding up of Cu-oporative Societies with objects not 
confined to one State . At the time of the passing of the Act there were a few 
societies registered in particular status which has extended their activities to other 
Statos also . These soojoties had to be validated and future societies with similar 
activities had also to be given reooguition under Law . The Multi- Unit - Act was, 
therefore, passed in order to cover such societies. The Aot doos not provide for 
registration of such societies , but has made the provision that * society registered 
in a state under the Law relating to Co-operative Societies inforce in that , State 
shall be deemed to be so rogistered in any oth :r State to which its objects ex 
tend ( Vide section 8 ( 1) of the Aot ). This Cluso covered the needs of all India 
Societies and separate registration uuder the Multi- Unit Act is out, therefore, pro 
vided for . 

3. The Multi - Unit Act as it stood then did not extend to Part B and all the 
Part C States as Clause 1 (2 ) of the sot restricted its application to what was 
British India . 

Co-operative Societies with objects extending over inore than ono State ara 
now being formed in / art B and Part C States, like s oieties of the Posts and 
Telegraph Railway workers , National Co-operative Union of Railway wirkers , etc. sto . It , 
therefore, becano Decersary to amend this Clause 80 as to make the Act applicable 
to those States as well .

STUDENTS WARNED) GAINST ALAJISSION . 
In recent years a number of new medical colleges have bern oponed , including 
a few by private and non -official genoits . For the general information of persons 
seeking admission to medical colleges , thu position in respect of recognition of degrees 
by the Government of India is as follows : 

A medical college is very expensivo proposition . It has to fulfil certain stan 
dards prescribed by the Medical Council of India . For this purpose the college must 
be adequately equipped with and must have an adequate laboratory , research and but 
pital facilities and last , but by no means least, employ fully qualified teaching staff . 
Students studying in ill- equipped collegue with unqualified staff do not obtain the 
necessary experience and training required for a medical graduate, 

It is not enough that a meclical college is approved by a university for instruction 
in a medical science . The dogrees obtined by instruotion a medical institution 
have to be recognised by the Government of India and inoluded in the first sche 
dule to the Indiin Medical Council Act, 1933 , so that students passing out of such 
colleges will be entitled for registration and inclusion in the Indian Medical Register. 

The Medical Council of India sends inspectors and visitors to examine whether 
the instruction , training and examination providod in medical institutions are up to 
the required standard . The lionboil tberhafter makes recommendation to the Gwern 
ment of India who atter examining those recommendations decide the question of 
reorgnition of degrees of pupils passing isut of various medical colleges . 

On a number of occasions it Tias been found that , even in medical colleges star 
ted by Government due to non -dvailability or noa-pro ision of proper equipment, 
pospital facilities sto ., the first one or two batches of students passing out of such 
collegas aro below standard and before the degrees of such students are recognised 
they have been mady to complete their training by additional clinical experience , 
additional classes eto . 

Private orgunisstions and individuals who want to open m . dical colleges should 
prefore consult the Government of India in the matter und find out details of hos 
al research and laboratory facilitiet , equipment, accommodation, etc., raqaired and 
the essential qualifiontions which the teaching staff sb yuld possos, so that the medios 
gyes started by them will at least.

I am directed to say that the Government of India has under consideration the 
proposal for amending the Mulii- Unit Co -operative Societies Act, 1949 , so as to waha 
it applicable to the whole of Indian Union . 

2. The Multi-Unit Co-operative Societies Act is an Ast to provide for the in 
corporation , regulation and winding up of Co -operativo Svoieties with objoots not 
confined to one State . At the time of the passing of the Aot there were a fow 
nocieties registered in particular states whlub has extended their notivities to other 
States also . Tbose nocieties had to be validated and futur socirties 

futur societies with similar 
activities had also to be given recognition under Law , The Malti-Unit - Act was, 
therefore, passed in order to cover suoh societies . The 40t dues not provide for 
egistration of suo societies , but has made the provision that a nociety registered 
in a state under the Law relating to Co-operative Societies inforos in that State 
shall be deemed to be so rogistored in any other Stato to which its objeots ex 
tond ( Vide section 8 (1) of the Act). This Chiuse covered the needs of all India 
8rcieties and separate registration under the Multi-Unit Act is not, thoroforo , pro 
vided for , 

3. The Multi- Unit Act as it stood thon did not extend to Part • B and all the 
Part O States Be Clause 1 (2 ) of the mot restricted its application to what was 
British India . 

Co -operative Societies with objects extending over more than one stato are 
now being formed in l art B and Part C States, like a cieties of the Posts and 
Telegraph Railway workers , National Co-operative Union of Railway workers , etc. etc. It, 
therefore , became necessary to amend this Clause all as to make the Act applioabla 
to those States as well . 

8. Parliamentary legislation relatable to entry 44 of the Union list in thia bebalf 
has already been uudertakou and Clanse 1 ( 2) of the Act has been amonded to read 
M fullous : 

“ It extends to the whole of India excupt the State of Jammu & Kashmir " .
